Town-Wide Clean-Up Program 


Discussed at Merchants Meeting 
| xk*KkKk 


A City-wide clean-up and improvement campaign for next spring 
came up for vigorous discussion at Tuesday night’s meeting of the 
East Jordan Businessmen’s Association. ~ ~ note , 

Among items discussed were replacement of broken sidewalks, 
city-sponsored pick-ups for garbage and rubbish on a weekly basis, 


improvement of the lake front. Sportsmen’s park-and houses and: 


places of business. : 
Plowing sidewalks during win- 
ter months is almost impossible, 
it was said, because of uneven 
condition of many streets. 


Under the present law when 
a sidewalk is repaired the. pro- 
perty owner pays 60 percent and 
the city pays 40 percent of the 
work. On the average 60. foot 
lot the property owner would be 
required to pay about $70 for 
his share. 


One suggestion would have the 
city lower the cost to the proper- 
ty owner who would share the 
expense on a 50-50 basis. Others 
said the city should assume 60 
percent. 

An ordinance on _ the‘ city 
books allows the city to repair 
any city walk deemed unsafe by 
the Council with the property 
owner’s share being placed upon 
his taxes, if other payment is not 


made. 
* * * 


SOME MEMBERS felt the 
sidewalks were in such bad con- 
dition that the city should lay 
out a complete long-range block 
by block street improvement 
program. It was suggested that 
the city repair the entire side- 
walk in the block regardless of 
the property owners wishes. 

Others suggested that the city 
pay 100 percent sidewalk re- 
pair. 

Mayor Vern Whiteford told 
the members that the city’s pre- 
sent financial condition places 
severe restrictions on the amount 
of sidewalk improvement that 
can be made. 


It was felt by some merchants 
that once a sidewalk campaign 
got underway, the idea would 
“eatch on’ and many residents 
and businessmen would enter the 
improvement program. 


Gathering momentum, the 
clean-up discussion changed to 
garbage pickup and a suggestion 
was made that the city establish 
regular weekly pick-up.days by 
city trucks. 

It was said that regular gar- 
bage and rubbish pick-ups would 
aid the city in keepifig the city 
dump in more orderly condition, 
since most of the dumping would 
be done by city employees.

CHAIRMAN DONALD Clark 


- described the improvement work 


to be done by the State Bans 
of East Jordan along the river 
behind the new bank. He said the 
city should follow with improve- 
ment of the entire lake front and 
explained the program now un- 
derway to improve sportsmen’s 
park. . 

(The Association is offering 
financial aid to the Jordan River 
Sportsmen’s Club in the group’s 
program of improving their park. 


The subject of home owner's 
improvement drew discussion on 


present rental price.of East Jor- 
dan houses, It was said that the 
current rental rates are so low 
the owner has no incentive to 
remodel. 


Long term financing for new 
house construction was discus- 
sed. Several financing plans have 
been advanced but none have 
poached a workable stage, it was 
said. 


Discussion on the association’s 
sign projects revealed the fol- 
lowing projects underway; in- 
stallation of new. log, rustic city 
limit signs, business district signs 
along (M-66 and a resort direct- 
ory sign for the business. district. 

Chairman Clark announced a 
city-wide beautification program 
in which the association is call- 
ing upon the various local wo- 
men’s groups.

CLARK asked that each wo- 


man’s organization in the city 
name one person to meet with’ 


the board of directors to dis- 
cuss the program. It would in- 
clude planting flowers,- shrubs 
and beautifying the city in gen- 
efal.

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Weather rumor not true 


Editor’s note: The fact that northern Michigan needs more 
public relations regarding the true conditions of the weather is 
brought out in the results of an area study of the Northern 
Lower Peninsula Advisory Board. This group made the study 
of factors influencing development of northern Michigan for 
the Michigan Economic Development Commission.

Contrary to popular impression, northern Michigan has a most 
desirable climate. The generally accepted belief that arctic condi- 
tions prevail during the winter months is not borne out by U. S. 
Weather Bureau records. 

In fact the climate is very similar to that of New England, the old- 
est industrial center in America. Fhe principal difference is that 
the New England states have a greater precipitation. 


A FEW COMPARISONS: Portland, Maine, has a mean tempera- 
ture during January of 21.0 degrees. Charlevoix has a mean ten- 
perature for the same month of 21.7 degrees. Concord, New Hamp- 
shire, has a mean temperature of 21.4 degrees for the month of 
January, and Traverse City of 22.8 degrees, Boston has a mean Jan- 
uary temperature of 28.7 degrees; and Ludington, 24.1 degrees. 

Cadillac, with the highest elevation in the southern peninsula of 
Michigan, is frequently mentioned in press dispatches under the 
caption of “coldest spot in Michigan.” Cadillac has a mean January 
temperature of 18.9 degree — lowest of the several communities 
-where records are kept. But Burlington, Vermont, has a mean tem- 
perature of 18.7 degrees for January. 

The all-time low temperatures show little variance. Portland, Me., 
has an all-time low of 39 degrees below zero. This compares with 


’ Cadillac’s all-time low of -36 degrees, which is also the low for the 


area. Alpena has an all-time low of -28 degrees and Ludington of. 
-21 degrees. : ;

PUBLICITY OF THIS character has no doubt developed the im- 
pression among many midwest industrialists that the area has an 
unduly rigorous winter climate.and is therefore not a satisfactory 
place for residence. But Cadillac experiences less damp, penetrating 
cold than cities like Detroit and Buffalo with their lake exposures. 
The area has more snowfall than points farther south, snowfall ran- 
ging from 61 inches in Ludington to 113.4 inches in Gaylord. 


Satisfactory living conditions are a principal requirement of every' 
industrialist seeking a new location. The erroneous impression that 
prevails regarding climatic conditions in the area must therefore be 
removed by a vigorous campaign demonstrating that the weather is 
ideal in winter as well as in summer, and that the area experiences 
fewer foggy days and more sunshine than communities presumably 
more favored in this respect. 


Health records, immunity from hay fever, and other advantages. 
should be pointed out. Not the least of the area’s attractions are the 
satisfactions that come from living close to nature, in a land of 
woods and waters with abundant wild life, where neighborliness is 
still esteemed a virtue, and living costs are relatively low.

At one time the money could 
not be collected, relatives were 
told. But the law has been chan- 
ged and many persons have ap- 
plied for the benefits. But many 
more have not. 

Those people who do not ap- 
ply for their benefits before Sai- 
urday, October 1, will not re- 
ceive benefits for all the months 
back to September 1954, effec- 
tive date of the new law.

Some Hunting 
To Open Sat. 
In Michigan 


An esteemed 730,000 hunters 
will go to Michigan’s fields and 
forests this year for the annual 
small game seasons, some of 
which open October 1. 


Conservation Department lea- 
ders expect most hunting on the 
Saturday opening will be for 
waterfowl, ruffed grouse and 
deer by archery. A number of 
lesser seasons gets under way 
that day, but most generally 
draw only incidental hunting. 

The important southern Mich- 
igan pheasant, squirrel and rab- 
bit seasons don’t start until Oc- 
tober 20, but all three species 
may be hunted in limited north- 
ern areas starting October 1. 

‘Raccoon hunting also starts 
in the north country October 1, 
but in the south, baying hounds 
and midnight hunts under har- 
vest moons won’t get underway 
until October 20. 

Waterfowling will depend 
pretty much on the weather — 
as usual — and duck-hunting de- 


_votees prefer cold, blustery, gus- 


ty days for their sport. 

All the state’s 4,000 license 
dealers hardware stores, 
sporting goods shops and farm 
stores—have been supplied with 
licenses, duck stamps, Game Law 
Digests and other information 
for hunters.
